management of forested lands, 
will lead the discussion on this 
topic. Leaders of forestry tho’t, 
from every one of the eleven 
western states will lend their 
thought to bringing about a plan 
to insure a preservation with in¬ 
telligent utilization of western 
timber areas. 

In making this announcement, 
Paul Shoup, western vice presi¬ 
dent of the National Chamber, 
further states that the subject of 
Mexican Immigration is also 
scheduled for thorough discussion 
to clarify all phases of the lues- 
tion. “The National Chamiier,” 
says Mr. Shoup, “considers this 
topic of such importance that it 
has directed its immigration 
rommittee to make an exhaustive 
tudy of the subject, and rnein- 
lers of this committee from all 
parts of the United States will 
be in attendance at Ogden to 
find out what the West thinks 
about the matter.”

Nearly 400\000 
Visitors Come to 
State in 7 Months 


Accurate check maintained at 
the state borders shows an actual 
count of 366,568 pleasure visit¬ 
ors from other states arrived in 
California by motor alone from 
January 1 to August 1 this year, 
according to an announcement 
from the All-Year Club. Of this 
number 183,068 came directly to 
Southern California via Yuma, 
Blythe and Daggett, an increase 
of 18 per cent over the corre¬ 
sponding period last year. The 
visitors traveled in 124,491 auto¬ 
mobiles with an average of 2.9 
persons per car. 

The figures are obtained by the 
21 checking stations covering all 
roads entering the state, main¬ 
tained by the state department 
of agriculture in their Mediter¬ 
ranean fruit fly inspection, and 
the Division of Motor Vehicles, 
who issue visitors’ permits to mo¬ 
torists from other states.

Hal Shields, Western Air pas¬ 
senger traffic manager, told as¬ 
sociation representatives that his 
concern moved its terminal to the 
Valley Boulevard site after a sur¬ 
vey of the country revealed that 
the San Gabriel Valley is less af¬ 
fected by fog and other weather 
hazards which Interfere with fly¬ 
ing. More and better highways 
should be constructed, however, 
Mr. Shields said, to provide prop¬ 
er ground transportation facil¬ 
ities.
